UDGING from the results seen here 
and there, one must come to the 
conclusion that there are many 
wrong ways of making a simple ape 

of apple sauce. . 

We may cook apples so that each piece 
shall remain whole, but this is not ® 
true sauce. For the latter the more com- 
pletely the apple goes to pieces in the 
cooking the better—that is, in the end it 
should be a perfect mus or puree. 

The only way to obtain a perfect puree, 
except in the case of a few sorts of un- 
ripe and fresh from the tree apples, is to 
sieve them after they are cooked. Ap- 
ples, so prepared, may be eaten like ice 
cream if but lightly sweetened, either 
with or without plain or whipped cream. 
If they are too sweet the need of bread 
or cake is felt, but either one of these 
is rendered less digestible if eaten with the 
sauce. 

Another advantage of sieving the cooked 
apple is that it need be neither pared nor 
cored, both the seed and the skin adding 
flavor. It will not take as long to sieve 
the apples as to pare and core them, so 
time is e- saved and additional 
flavor . gained. : : 

Plain Apple Sauce. 

Wash and quarter fruit and just cover 
with boiling water, which hastens cook- 
ing. Mash the fruit as it softens and stir 
so that the uncooked top will get'to the 
bottom.
